Fishermen Develop Plan For Economic Assistance

Years of hard work to 
eliminate the meat count as a 
management measure for scallops 
will reach a climax on March 12 
at 1 ;00 PM at the Seaport Inn in 
Fairhaven. The last of 6 public 
hearings on Amendment 4 to the 
Sea Scallop Fishery Management 
Plan will be held then. It is fitting 
for the scallopers from New 
Bedford and Fairhaven to have 
the last word for it is in this port 
where 90% of New England’s 
scallops are landed. Our port will 
be affected more than any other 


by the new plan. If a new 
management plan succeeds in 
rebuilding scallop stocks, then 
New Bedford’s and Fairhaven’s 
economy will benefit over the 
long term. If the new plan fails, 
then the future viability of the 
port itself must be called into 
question. While the hearing is 
ostensibly about the management 
plan, in reality it is about our 
future as a seaport. I urge you to 
attend. 

We have worked hard to 
develop a New Bedford position 


to scallop management. We have 
held countless meetings at the 
Co-Op and invited all who were 
interested to join in the discussion 
and debate. No one has been 
excluded. While it is impossible 
to achieve unanimous support for 
any matter of consequence, we 
have forged a united position that 
has a strong majority of support. 
As President Clinton said in 
describing his economic plan, 
“This plan can’t please 
every body... but if taken as a 
whole, it will help all of us.’’ So

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it is with our position. We can 
continue to argue amongst 
ourselves over specific issues. 
That will guarantee that we will 
continue to live under the meat 
count. Or we can put aside 
individual differences and stand 
united behind the New Bedford 
position on March 12. In that 
way, we have the best chance to 
eliminate the meat count and 
rebuild the stock. 

We have also been hard at 
work developing an Economic 
Assistance Plan that will address 
the severe hardship that 
fisheimen will suffer while the 
stocks are rebuilt. In the United 
States farmers are paid NOT to 


grow crops. Others are given 
price supports. In Canada, while 
the fishery is shut down for two 
■ years owners and crews are given 
financial assistance by the 
government. The economic 
impact statement in the scallop 
plan suggests that HALF the 
people in the industry may be 
forced out. We have an 
obligation to cushion that blow. 

A committee has been hard at 
work developing ways to do that. 
One program would set up 
federal matching funds for a fleet 
buy-back program that would buy 
vessels out of the fishery and 
redistribute their days to the fleet 
as a whole. Another would 


provide funding for the Science 
Center to hire vessels and their 
crews to assist in research that 
would improve stock 
assessments, evaluate habitat 
conditions, improve gear 
technology or explore new 
fisheries such as deep water 
trawling or off shore dogfish 
processing. Another would 
expand the uses of the Capital 
Construction Fund. There are 
several other ideas that we are 
working on. If you would like to 
join this committee, please let me 
know. 

Economic assistance can only 
be Justified if we are serious 
about resource protection. That

Coast Guard Reports

January 15, 1993/ 6:57 PM 

Coast Guard Chatham received a 
call on Channel 16 VHP from the 
F/V Pedro Miguel that they were 
taking on water 10 miles southeast 
of Chatham. The vessel was a 55' 
stem trawler with seven people on 
board. A Coast Guard helicopter 
and two vessels were dispatched to 
assist. The helicopter dropped a 
dewatering pump which stabilized 
the situation. Once the Coast 
Guard Utility Vessel arrived on the 
scene, the cause was found to be 
water leaking through the vessel's 
rudder post. The problem was 
corrected and the vessel powered 
to New Bedford with no further 
problems. 

January 15, 1993/4:31 AM 

The Coast Guard received an 
activated 121.5 EPIRB signal 
coming from the vicinity of 
Martha's Vineyard. The signal 
composites indicated that the 
EPIRB was moving west. A Coast 
Guard Aircraft was launched to 
locate the signal source. The 
aircraft flew over the area and did 
not detect any signals. There was 


no signs of distress and no further 
EPIRB signals were detected. 

January 16,1993/10:48 PM 

The F/V Celeste, a 72' eastern rig 
trawler out of New Bedford called 
for Coast Guard assistance when it 
became disabled with starter 
problems and was drifting toward 
George's Shoal Water, 90 miles 
east of Cape Cod. The Coast 
Guard Cutter Diligence diverted to 
assist the vessel and once on the 
scene the crew determined that 
repairs could not be made. The 
vessel was taken in tow enroute to 
Nantucket, where another Coast 
Guard Cutler completed the low to 
New Bedford. 

January 16, 1993/6:54 AM 

The F/V Venus, a 71' western rig 
trawler from Wanchese, N.C. 
called for Coast Guard assistance 
when it began taking on water 65 
miles east of Nantucket.

Notes regarding the Portsmouth, New Hampshire Industry 
Lobster/Groundftsh Meeting of February 1, J993, Monday 

The New England Fishery Management Council and 
the Lobster Industry have decided that lobsters are being 
overfished and it is time that the industry, inshore or 
offshore, has a management plan in effect. 

However, for some time now, members of the 
Massachusetts lobster industry does not want to be 
managed unless the groundfish boats who land lobsters are 
also brought under management. 

1. They want to stop any groundfishermen or sea 
scallopers from landing any lobsters at any port. 

2. Maine does not allow groundfishermen or anyone else 
to land lobsters. I have been told that some Maine boats 
land lobsters in New Hampshire ports. 

3. Mass Lobstermen’s Association and some lobstermcn 
claim that there are day trip draggers operating out of 
Mass, ports, particularly Boston, that land lobsters and 
they want it stopped. They say that this is a directed 
lobster fishery and they are not groundfishing. They want 
to stop it, so they are trying to get the Legislature to pass 
no landing legislation. 

Every year I, on behalf of Offshore Mariners 
Association, oppose it, and have been successful so far. 

4. We have got this committee to consider a lobster by 
catch, but we have not agreed on how many pounds for 
those groundfishermen and sea scallopers who have 
caught some lobsters, but not as a directed fishery. 

5. The discussion changed that the groundfishermen 
representatives present, felt and so stated that lobster 
industry wanted to make no sacrifices or conservation 
policy. They wanted the groundfishermen and the sea 
scallopers only to provide the conservation while 
lobstermen continued their present practice of overfishing.

6. They thought it was all right to fish 12 months a year. 

In too many cases they stored their pots on the fishing 
grounds instead of bringing them ashore in the winter 
months. 

7. This denies the inshore fishing draggers the chance to 
fish inshore waters in the winter time, as was possible 
with the old fashioned wooden pots, no longer used. 

8. Why should the draggermen and sea scallopers not be 
able to land lobsters? Many of these lobsters are caught in 
offshore waters as far away as Georges Bank. 

9. It was finally agreed that there are some draggers that 
on occasion land lobsters during the year and have been 
for many years. It was also agreed that these few draggers 
could be grandfathered into the management plan. They 
would be limited in number. 

10. Discussion then got into damage done to lobsters 
when they are shedding or soft after shedding. Prices 
reduced which hurl5 markets, but still some lobstermen 
persist in catching shedders. 

11. Lobstermen don’t want to reduce the number of pots 
they set. 

12. Lobstermen don’t want to increase the gauge size so 
as to leave more small lobsters in the ocean for growing 
purposes. 

13. Lobstermen are going to have to prove they are going 
to practice conservation and resource management before 
they get other industry segments to cooperate with them. 

14. Many of us are willing to help the effort of 
conservation, but don’t expect groundfishermen and sea 
scallopers to be involved if the lobstermen are not going to 
lead the way to save their own industry and market prices.

INSTRUCTION AND DRILLS 

REQUIRED NOW 

The MASTER of a documented commercial fishing vessel is required to ensure that each individual receives 
INSTRUCTION in the items listed below, and that DRILLS are conducted on board the vessel at least once 
every 30 days in the following: 

♦ Abandoning the vessel. 

♦ Fighting a fire in different locations on board the vessei. 

♦ Recovering an individual from the water. 

♦ Minimizing the effects of unintentional flooding. 

♦ Launching Survival Craft. 

♦ Donning Immersion Suits and other wearable PFDs. 

♦ Donning fireman’s outfit and SCBA, if vessel has them on board. 

♦ Making a voice radio call and using visual distress signals (VDS) 

♦ Activation the General Alarm. 

♦ Reporting and inoperative alarm system or fire detection system. 

The DRILLS shall include: breaking out and using emergency equipment, testing all 
alarm and detection systems, donning immersion suits and protective clothing. 

The Master is also required to ensure that a SAFETY ORIENTATION is given to any new crew member who has not 
received the instruction or participated in the drills. 

After 1 September 1994 the person conducting the INSTRUCTION and DRILLS must have been trained in the 
proper procedures for conducting the drills or instruction.

Isto de regras e regulamentos sobre as pescas, 
tomar-se-ia mais aborrecido do que o que ja e, se 
nao fosse tao esquisito. Ja la vao dois anos, que o 
Servico Nacional das Pescas e o Conselho 
Regional das Pescas, andam a debater se a bitola 
das lagostas deve ser ou nao deve ser aumentada. 

Encarando apossibilidade de entre si nao 
conseguirem preparar urn piano devidaniente 
detalhado para ser apresentado as entidades 
responsaveis, e nao conseguindo resultados 
positivos por pane do Conselho Regional, os 
Pescadores da lagosta foram apresentar a sua 
musica (de rock) directamente ao maestro da 
orquestra piscatoria, o Sr. Doutor de munica 
desafinada Bill Fox. Este senhor, se bem se 
lembram, ate que alguns Pescadores se reunirani 
em Washington e exigiram uma maior 
participagao nos seus problenias regionais, e o 
subsequente afastamento das lides 
govemamentais do seu amigo pessoal Ex-pres. 
George Bush, nunca saia da sua toca. Mas 
como a sua posigao se encontra em perigo, ele 
entao ja aparece por ca mais vezes. 

A musica dos Pescadores da lagosta, toca da 
seguinte forma: Visto que a comissao regional 
nao apresenta um piano aceitavel, talvez 
contratando uma empresa do exterior e 
totalmente imparcial, o piano seja elaborado e 
adequadamente posto em practica. A emenda 4 
ao piano das lagostas implementado em 
Dezembro de 1991, aumenta gradualmente a 
bitola da lagosta. De forma a parar esse 
aumento da bitola, uma emenda devidaniente 
detalhada tera que ser apresentada ate ao dia 26 
de Dezembro de 1993, ou um aumento de 1/32” 
entrara automaticamente em vigor no dia 27 de 


Dezembro de 1993 e outro aumento igual no dia 
27 de Dezembro de 1994. 

Olhando bem para um instrumento de medida, 
podera parecer que esse aumento e tao 
insignificante que nao merece a pena gastar-se 
tanta tinta em tal assunto, contudo os problemas 
vem depois. Os biologos dizem que se nao houver 
uma tentativa de proteger as lagostas de serem 
sobre-pescadas, acontecera o mesmo que esta a 
acontecer com outras pescas. Outro problema que 
surge, e que os regulamentos uma vez 
implantados, criam dificuldades aos Pescadores 
quando as diferencas sao minimas, pois a pequena 
diferenga em meia-duzia de lagostas, pode fazer 
com que o pescador perca toda a viagem. 


Se teve um acidente abordo de um barco ou 
enquanto trabalhava num cais voce e a sua 
familia poderao ter direito a receber 
beneficios ao abrigo das varias leis de 
compensagao estaduais e federais.

A unica 
preocupagao que o pescador 
deve ter e: (a) nao apanhar 
lagostas na altura da desova, (b) 
nao apanhar lagostas marcadas 
com “V”, (esta marca e feita na 
cauda da lagosta femea quando 
e panhada pela primeira vez na 
altura da desova, e fica 
subsequentemente sendo uma 
lagosta produtiva e protegida de 
ser apanhada), (c) nao apanhar 
lagosta que nao tern o tamanho 


legal, e usar portas de saida nas 
armadilhas (cofos) que deixem 
sair as mais pequenas. Para 
parar o aumento gradual da 
vitola, entao sim, apresentar um 
piano devidamente detalhado. 

O Conselho Regional das 
pescas, tern estado em apuros 
com os pianos das pescas do 
fundo e do scallop, e por tal nao 
tern dado ao piano da lagosta a 
atengao necessaria para que o 
piano apresentado pelos 
Pescadores seja atenciosamente 
estudado e aceite. Com o Sr. 
Fox a tocar outra musica, talvez 
nos consigamos ver a D. 
Lagosta a dancar no prato.
